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million center is being built 
- and paid for - by the Social 
Service League (SSL) of Co- 
hasset. 

So far, the SSL has funded 
$1 million of the project; 
nearly another million has 
been pledged and 
fundraised. The group is 
seeking more donations to 
raise tiie rest of the money, 
and plans to launch a capi- 
tal campaign soon. 

The site’s official ground- 
breaking is set to take place 
later this month. The plan is 
to complete construction by 
December this year, and 
have the building move-in 
ready by January 2015. 

There are those who think 
it will be a good move for the 
town’s current senior center, 
which exists within the 
South Shore Community 
Center on North Main 
Street, where the Elder Af- 
fairs staff heads up programs

such as Meals on Wheels 
and holds activities for eld- 
er residents. 

The group manages to do 
a lot in around 2,000 square 
feet of space; the new senior 
center will be an upgrade to 
8,000 square feet. 

“They’re eager to expand 
their services, and they need 
the space,” said SSL Presi- 
dent Marita Carpenter, 
adding that the Elder Affairs 
department’s lease with the 
community center expires 
at the end of June. 

Town Manager Chris Sen- 
ior - who joked at a recent 



meeting with the Elder Af- 
fairs Board of Directors that 
he has been a “senior” all his 
life - said this week that the 
lease will be extended. 

Paul Kierce, chairman of 
the Board of Directors, said 
that there has always been 
an understanding between 
Elder Affairs and the Com- 
munity Center that the lease 
will be renewed until the 
staff is ready to move to the 
new center. 

The move will benefit the 
staff and seniors alike, ac- 
cording to Elder Affairs Di- 
rector Coral Grande. 



“No longer will we have ac- 
tivities in five different spaces 
around town - our pro- 
grams, services, and activi- 
ties will operate cohesively 
out of one location,” said 
Grande. “That, in and of it- 
self, engenders contagious 
energy and excitement, and 
provides the perfect back- 
drop for increased partici- 
pation. People like to be in 
locations that they can be 
proud of, and this state-of- 
the-art building will be a 
living testimony of that fact.” 
Kierce hopes the new 
building will be the “crown 
jewel” in town for older res- 
idents. With taxpayers fund- 
ing the library, schools, and 
other town buildings, Kierce 
feels it’s high time that seniors 
have a place to call their own.

Parents making

A group of concerned Co- 
hasset parents are trying to 
drum up support for the 
school district’s fiscal year 
2015 budget. 

Katie Dugan, Black Rock 
Road, and Sarah McSweeney, 
Summer Street, both spoke 
up during Tuesday night’s 
Board of Selectmen meet- 
ing, presenting data they had 
compiled, along with Anna 
Smith, Stockbridge Street, 
and Rebecca Synnestvedt, 
Cedar Lane. 

The group of parents is 
making the case for the 
$804,864 increase the school 
district is requesting in the 
next fiscal year budget, a 4.96 
percent increase over last 
year. The budget keeps serv- 
ices level and includes con- 
tractual salary increases and 
additional headcount to meet 
enrollment increases. The 
budget also includes kinder- 
garten teachers’ salaries, 
which had been in a revolving 
fund in previous budget cy- 
cles. 

School Committee chair- 
man Paul Schubert told par- 
ents who packed a January 
meeting on the budget to be 
sure to turn out at Town 
Meeting to support the budg- 
et. The School Committee 
will vote on the budget dur- 
ing the board’s Wednesday, 
March 12 meeting. 

The draft budget present- 
ed last month cut a few teach- 
ing positions, including a 
kindergarten and third grade

Deer Hill Playground Committee makes proposal

Last fall, Deer Hill School 
unveiled a brand new, state of 
the art playground. That was 
just phase one of the project 
to beautify the outside play 
area - while making the 
whole thing safer for the kids 
who play there. 

Now, the Deer Hill Play- 
ground Committee hopes to 
wrap up the project by com- 
pleting its second phase - 
resurfacing the basketball 
court, which is covered in 
cracks, and replacing basket- 
ball hoop backboards that 



have seen better days. 

The new playground was 
installed just in time for 
school’s start in September, 
but fixing up the basketball 
courts had to wait. The play- 
ground committee raised 
funds to pay for the con- 
struction, also seeking dona- 
tions from the school’s PSO 
and a grant from the Com- 
munity Preservation Com- 
mittee (CPC), which was ap- 
proved by the spring 2013 
Town Meeting. 

The PSO raised most of the 
funds between February and 
June last year, hiring play- 
ground vendor John LaRue of 



Big Toys and installer Pete 
Bethanis from ProBuilt Con- 
struction. 

The CPC provided $60,500 
in seed money for the 
$160,000 project and agreed 
to match the PSO’s fundrais- 
ing dollar for dollar, although 
chairman Russ Bonetti said 
that at the time, his commit- 
tee was willing to fund all of 
it. 

“We were willing to pay for 
the whole thing, but they said 
no,” Bonetti said of the play- 
ground committee. “They 
wanted some skin in the game 
for parents.”

“Because the cracks are all 
over the place,” said Tblio. “It 
travels from one section to 
the other. They’re not itty-bit- 
ty cracks; they’re big cracks. 
Sometimes you see kids over 
there and hope they won’t 
trip over it.” 

Tblio reminded the CPC 
that the board had agreed to 
fund $15,000 toward phase 
two of the project, with the 
PSO also agreeing to give that 




amount. However, now the 
PSO is agreeing to pay only 
$5,000, so the playground 
committee is asking for 
$65,000 from the CPC. 

Charles wondered why the 
project should come under 
the playground committee’s 
purview, and not the town or 
the schools. Diane Kennedy, 
the Board of Selectmen vice- 
chair who sits on the CPC, said 
that she is also the select- 
men’s liaison to the School 
Committee and would check 
in to see if the schools “need to 
sign off on something,” adding 
that she wasn’t suggesting the 
schools should have to pay 
for the project. 



Tblio said that the Super- 
intendent, Barbara Cataldo, 
had previously given her 
blessing to have the play- 
ground committee replace the 
backboards, although they 
had not yet obtained “formal 
approval.” Tblio said the group 
has also been in touch with 
Ron Ford, the schools’ Ath- 
letic Director, and the Recre- 
ation Department. 

"You may not need it,” said 
Kennedy. “AD of this is probably 
part of the procurement con- 
versation with the town man- 
ager and recreation" depart- 
ment, adding that since Joyce is 
in the loop, “it’s aD good.” 

The CPC did not vote on the 
project Monday night, but 
members seemed willing to 
take it on. Bonetti said he en- 
joyed working with the play- 
ground committee last year. 

“Those guys had all their 
stuff together; it was a pleas- 
ure to work with them, and 
I’m looking forward to doing 
another [project] with them,” 
said Bonetti. 

“I think this has been a very 
positive initiative,” said Tblio, 
“a partnership between the 
PSO, CPC, and entire town. 
We delivered something that 
benefits the entire town; it 
would be nice to continue that 
relationship.” 

Coming up 

The CPC continues to con- 
sider projects to be considered 
for the Annual Town Meeting 
warrant (Town Meeting is 
Monday, April 28). 

Potential projects include 
purchasing a conservation re- 
striction for six acres offNor- 
man Todd Road, and reno- 
vating the Captain John 
Smith memorial pavilion by 
the harbor. 
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The CPC has been approached to grant funds to repave 
the Deer Hill basketball court and replace the basketball 
hoop backboards. 



About the CPC: 

The CPC is an outgrowth of the state Community Preser- 
vation Act (CPA), a law enacted over a decade ago that 
set the stage to increase the amount of historical preser- 
vation, open space, affordable housing, recreational facili- 
ties, and other community enrichment projects. There are 
currently 155 communities in Massachusetts that have 
adopted the CPA. 

The CPC is required to set aside 10 percent of its rev- 
enues, excluding the state's matching funds, for recre- 
ation, open space and affordable housing in particular. 
The funds come from a 1.5 percent surcharge on Cohas- 
set property taxes with some level of state match.

teacher, but both of those po- 
sitions were added back in the 
latest budget draft. 

The salaries and new head- 
count represent “non-nego- 
tiables" in the budget, said 
McSweeney. 

Both Dugan and Mc- 
Sweeney cited increased en- 
rollment as a major impact on 
the budget. 

“Enrollment growth has 
outpaced budget growth year 
over year for three of the last 
four budget cycles,” Mc- 
Sweeney said, adding that 
she attended last week’s Budg- 
et Planning Group meeting 
and was concerned over sev- 
eral increases in the town’s 
draft budget, including 
$150,000 for road repairs, 
another $150,000 for facilities 
upgrades, and $200,000 to 
be allocated in a stabilization 
account. Another hike is in 
the town health insurance, 
with an increase of $150,000, 
or 9.6 percent over last year. 

McSweeney and Dugan 
both argued that while these 
matters are priorities, the 
schools should be a bigger 
priority in the overall budget. 

“Everybody who lives in 
this town has a vested inter- 
est in the schools - it’s a key 
component, and drives our 
property values,” said Mc- 
Sweeney. “We want to protect 
our investment.” 

While the selectmen lis- 
tened to the parents’ con- 
cerns, they also explained that 
these are still draft numbers. 

Selectman Steve Gaumer 
asked folks to be patient with 
the budget process, which is 
“ongoing.” 

“We don’t even have a budg- 
et yet,” said Gaumer, explain- 
ing that the town hired a new 
town manager in December, 
around the time a draft budg- 
et is usually presented by that 
position. “The process is in- 
tended to have a completed 
budget by mid-December. For 
a variety of reasons, we were 
going through a town man- 
ager search... the process was 
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completed by the previous 
town manager [Michael Mi- 
lanoski], but not in a format 
Chris had an opportunity to 
review.” 

Selectmen vice-chair Di- 
ane Kennedy said, “We 
haven’t seen Chris's budget yet 
- a lot of numbers are just 
hanging out there.” 

Senior said he is working on 
getting solid numbers to- 
gether. “My goal is to get you 
numbers that are going to 
fund this as realistically as 
possible,” said Senior, adding 
that last week’s Budget Plan- 
ning meeting was the start of 
the conversation. 

‘We really do need to have 
these longer conversations to 
assess where we are and where 
we’re going,” said Senior. 

The town manager added 
that last week was when he 
learned of the increase in 
health care costs, which he 
was “not happy with at all.” 
However, Senior said he is 
working with MIAA, the 
town’s insurance provider, to 
learn “every possible answer 
to mitigate” the increase. 

Kennedy noted that the 
town enjoyed virtually zero in- 
crease in health care costs 
last year, while other towns 
went up. “We might be play- 
ing a little bit of catch-up,” she 
said. 

Gaumer further explained 
that while enrollment and 
other concerns are real, they 
are nothing new in Cohasset. 

“The facts remain, we are a 
town of limited resources; we 
attempt to deal with that. En- 
rollment has outpaced budg- 
et growth... there are union 
contracts and mandates put 
upon the local district by the 
state and the feds, and the 
costs are left for us to bear. 
We’ve got to make it work.” 

Selectman Martha Gjeste- 
by recalled a time years ago 
when there were so many 
kindergarten students, a class 
had to meet in the First Parish 
church. 

“We’re going to have in- 
creased enrollment for some 
time,” said Gjesteby. “We’re 
going to have to look at budg- 
et priorities... We may have to 



do some creative funding.” 
Dugan said that her take* 
away from the Budget Plan- 
ning Group was that getting 
the town up to a triple ‘A’ 
bond rating seemed to be a 
big priority. She argued that 
while that’s important, fund- 
ing the schools is more so. 

“I think we need to differ- 
entiate between long and 
short-term” budget priorities, 
said Dugan. “I don’t think 
we’re going to get to triple A« 
bond rating in a year” or 
should be “putting more cap- 
ital against that as opposed to 
schools. 

“At the end of the day, this, 
has to be a shared vision," 1 
Dugan continued. Financial 
health is a given for why I 
moved to town... but there 
should be other things we 
share in our vision.” 

Gaumer responded that 
while achieving a triple A rat- 
ing “may seem vague and un- 
usual, if you don’t set a goal, 
you’ll never achieve it.” 
However, Gaumer added, 
“The most important thing 
this town’s elected officials 
can do for the schools is pro- 
vide a solid, stable source of 
funds year in and year out.” 
He also thanked the group for 
speaking up on the issue. “I’m 
appreciative we have folks 
like you who want to be en- 
gaged... I think as a group we 
should be held to task to de- 
liver in a timely fashion.” 
Selectman Karen Quigley 
said it was important to “open 
up the lines of communica- 
tion” on these issues. “We’re 
all part of a community... it’s 
encouraging that people are 
willing to work together.” 

Even when the folks in- 
volved may not see eye to eye, 
Quigley added. 

“There are differences of 
opinion on some priorities , 
within different boards,” she 
explained. “It isn’t a slam 
dunk; there’s going to be lot of 
discussion, but with an open 
mind and open communica- 
tion, I think we can get there 
in a partnership.”

Saving Town Hall 



The Town Hall stands as a symbol of Cohasset. It has 
served many different purposes over its life span, each one 
a reflection of the town’s storied history. Besides being a 
central meeting place for town business, it’s served as a 
theater, a private school, a movie theater, a basketball 
court, boxing matches, a ballroom, a jailhouse and a 
“haunted" house. Serving so many different purposes has 
put wear and tear on the aging building — but the Town 
Hall could be restored to a glory worthy of its history. 

Unless you have a memory like an elephant you proba- 
bly don’t remember the above paragraph that came direct- 
ly from a Cohasset Mariner story that ran she years ago 
back in February 2008. The story was about money being 
allocated by the Community Preservation Committee to 
pay for an architectural firm to advise the town how best 
to repair the “old” part of Town Hall. Funds were later 
used to partially restore the exterior of the building - 
chimney, windows, gutters and downspouts. 

That project provided badly needed, urgent repairs with 
the long view of restoring the old part of the building 
down the road. 

Now turn the clock ahead to March 2014. This week, we 
welcome the first of a series of articles on Town Hall by the 
Town Hall Restoration and Renovation Committee that 
will share with us the history and needs of the old build- 
ing. The committee will make a presentation within the 
next month to selectmen about their proposal to bring re- 
quests for design funds before Town Meeting. 

While the harbor and Atlantic vistas contribute to the 
beauty of Cohasset - the Town Common with Town Hall 
— among the common’s other antique homes, centers and 
churches - is the picturesque centerpiece of the town. 

Therefore, we should be able to agree the time has come 
to put some serious money into the design phase, which is 
the first step in setting the stage for the complete Town 
Hall restoration and renovation. 

Cohasset’s center is the postcard of what a New England 
town should be. There is no question that the project will 
be expensive but simply put: Town Hall should be fixed to 
ensure that its character and charm survive - but also, to 
make it a place in which staffers feel comfortable and the 
public is proud to visit.

As the Christian world be- 
gins Lent, our faith tradi- 
tion begins a time of intro- 
spection, a time we look 
within as ask ourselves, how 
can we become whole? 

What now in my life in- 
hibits the lull of experience 
of my being?

I wrote 
this short poem about ten 
years ago as I was kayaking 
on the Green Harbor River. 

I was taking one of my first 
courses of seminary “Poets 
and Prophets” and I had to 
write weekly reflections. 

“Wild Beyond Measure” 
The eyes of the fox, wild 
beyond measure 
held me in a steely trance. 
No recognizable emotion, 
warmth or flicker, 
only the moment between 
life 

and a bone crushing, 
thirsty death. 

Hunter on the inhale, 
hunted on the exhale, 
he leaned forward into 
the binocular view, 
exhaled and was gone. 
Released, I breathed and 
wondered, 

what do humans really 
know about death? 

My professor liked it, and 
answered my question. “We 



know more about death 
than the fox to be sure.” At 
the time I wasn’t sure, the 
first few lines reflect the un- 
processed and numbing 
grief of my mother’s death. 
The thaw began when I 
helped my mentor officiate 
my first funeral. I couldn’t 
keep death at bay anymore. 
Since then being with many 
people and their families in 
the short moments between 
life and death, I have expe- 
rienced the many tender 
ways love finds expression, 
sometimes against great 
odds. The beauty of this 
community’s living tradi- 
tion, the way in which we 
gather at the river, mourn- 
ing, remembering and offer- 
ing praise for those we have 
loved and lost, fills me with 
awe. Time and time again.

CONSTRUCTION HISTORY 



Town Hall is intertwined 
with the history of Cohasset 



The following is the first 
of eight articles by the Town 
Hall Restoration and Reno- 
vation Committee. 

The history of Town Hall 
is not just the history of a 
building; it is a history that 
is intertwined in the fabric 
of Cohasset and the nation. 
Cohasset residents have vot- 
ed for Presidents, Governors 
and Town Officials there; it 
has hosted basketball 
games, town meetings, 
plays, movies, minstrel 
shows, concerts, dances, 
amateur boxing matches, 
meetings and fairs. The 
town hall has always been a 
flexible and multi-function- 
al space that has served the 
citizens of Cohasset. 

The land was formerly the 
site of Cohasset Academy, a 
semi-private school that had 
been used for Town Meet- 
ings. The Academy build- 
ing moved to Beach Street 
where today it is a private 
residence. 

The Town Hall was built 
in 1857 to house town of- 
fices, high school and an as- 
sembly hall. It was a plain 
rectangular building, with 
neither the front porch nor 
back “mezzanine” sections 
yet to be added. The hall 
was originally on the second 
floor, as was done in other 
cases of town halls at the 
time. The community stage 
was also on the second floor, 
he town offices and the 
school hall were on the first 
floor. No floor plan of that 
original configuration is 
known to exist. 

In 1879, the front section, 
today’s “mezzanine” or 
porch level, was added. 
Originally this had a flat 
roof and a sort of “sun- 
shade” over the exterior 
front door. 

By the mid 1880’s the rear 
“mezzanine” section was

also added. The 2nd floor 
hall was the center of nu- 
merous community activi- 
ties, including plays, lec- 
tures, dances, fancy dress 
balls, concerts & recitals 
and town meeting. The Co- 
hasset Free Public Library 
was located here as well. 

In 1898 Selectmen, recog- 
nizing the need for ade- 
quate space and safe storage 
of town records, construct- 
ed the system of vertically 
piled vaults that still exist 
today in the northwest cor- 
ner of the building on all 
three floors. Today those 
vaults no longer meet the 
state requirements for stor- 
age. Among the require- 
ments, vaults today must 
have a release to be opened 
from the inside. These 
vaults do not have such a re- 
lease. So if you get locked in 
these vaults, one might be- 
come the next “ghost” in 
Town Hall. 

In 1928, a move was made 
to plan for a new town office 
building to the south of the 
1857 building. The town 
decided instead to make 
major renovations to the 
1857 building. That project 
was done by Architect Ed- 
ward Nichols and a special 
committee. The result was 
the current building you see 
today. Exterior changes in- 
cluded building a front 
gabled roof above the old 
flat roof of the “mezzanine” 
section and some new win- 
dows. Inside, the floors 
were flipped and the hall 
was moved to the first floor 
with offices on the second 



floor. In order to accom- 
plish this, systems of large 
steel trusses were construct- 
ed, from which the current 
floor is suspended. The of- 
fices and doorways are 
arranged and cut in be- 
tween these trusses. The 
movie projection booth was 
added in the “mezzanine” as 
well as a ticket booth in the 
newly expanded space. 

By the 1980’s town hall 
had run out of space with 
some town departments lo- 
cated on Elm Street. The 
Selectman wanted to bring 
the town departments un- 
der one roof. Eventually, 
the appropriation of 
$1,096,450 was made by 
town meeting to add the 
1987 addition you see today. 
However, the building is 
much different architec- 
turally from the old town 
hall. In fact it has been said 
that when it was being built 
a citizen passing by asked 
the question “Who is build- 
ing their house next to town 
hall”. Which is a reminder 
of how the buildings are 
oddly connected and aes- 
thetically different.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE: Beacon Hill Roll Call records the votes of local representatives on two roD calls and local senators on four from the week of February 24-28. 

ANTI-BULLYING (H 8909) House 145-4, approved and sent to the Senate a bill adding some provisions to the 2010 anti-bullying law that requires all public and private schools to develop and 
implement a plan to prevent bullying from occurring and to discipline bullies. The bill requires that each plan recognize that some students may be more vulnerable to become targets of bullying 
based on “race, color, religion, ancestry, national origin, sex, socioeconomic status, homelessness, academic status, gender identity or expression, physical appearance, pregnant or parenting status, 
sexual orientation, or mental, physical, developmental or sensory disability.’ 

Other provisions include requiring schools to annually report bullying data to the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education, the attorney general and the Legislature and inform the 
parents of the victim about the department's problem resolution system and the process for seeking assistance or filing a claim. 

Supporters said these changes will enhance the law and save countless children from a lifetime of physical and emotional scars and worse. 

AD four opponents agree that bullying must be stopped but said the bill is another unfunded state mandate that stretches administrative staff with additional unnecessary paperwork. One of the 
opponents said it is divisive to enumerate categories of students and said all students deserve a safe learning environment.

BABY HEART SCREENINGS (S 1919) House 147-0, approved a Senate-approved measure and sent to Gov. Deval Patrick a bill that would require all newborns to have a test that will deter- 
mine whether he or she has a congenital heart defect Hie test would be required to be preformed prior to the infont being discharged. 

Supporters said 27 other states have this mandate and noted the requirement will save lives. 

(A “Yes’ vote is for the bill.) 

DRINKING WATER AND WASTEWATER (S 2016) Senate 37-0, approved and sent to the House a bill aimed at funding much needed drinking water and wastewater infrastructure repairs in 
cities and towns. The bill increases from $88 million to $138 million the spending capacity of the Massachusetts Clean Water TYust It also authorizes low-interest loans for water infrastructure 
projects based on a sliding scale interest rate on loans from zero to 2 percent and allows cities and towns to levy a water infrastructure surtax on real estate of up to 3 percent 

Supporters said the bill takes a huge step toward making critical investments in the state’s declining water infrastructure and noted that cities and towns simply do not have the funds to un- 
dertake these costly projects on their own. They argued the reforms in the bill will protect the environment and water supply. 

(A “Yes' vote is for the bill.) 

NON-MWRA COMMUNITIES (S 2016) Senate 19-17, approved an amendment that would allow communities that are too for away to be able join the Massachusetts Water Resources Au- 
thority (MWRA) to be eligible for the same additional one-to-one match funding for which MWRA communities are eligible. 

Amendment supporters said there are many non-MWRA communities that have major infrastructure problems and should be eligible for the same funds. 

Amendment opponents said the bill is carefully balanced and noted there is just not enough money in the budget to give everything to every community. 

(A “Yes’ vote is for the amendment. A “No' vote is against it) 

ALLOW COMMUNITIES TO ASSESS 8 PERCENT SURCHARGE (S 2016) Senate 31-5, approved an amendment that would allow cities and towns to levy a water infrastructure surcharge 
on real estate of up to 3 percent to help fond projects. The surcharge would have to be approved by the city council or town meeting and then by the voters at the next regular municipal or state elec- 
tion. 

Amendment supporters said this surcharge is modeled after the Community Preservation Act local option surcharge that has worked well. They noted many communities do not have the re- 
sources for these costly projects and this option will give them the opportunity to raise some revenue. 

Amendment opponents said they oppose what just amounts to an unwanted and unnecessary tax. 

(A “Yes’ vote is for the amendment. A “No” vote is against it) 

REQUIRE CITY COUNCIL OR TOWN MEETING APPROVAL (S 2016) Senate 31-5, approved an amendment that would require any city or town that wants to adopt an impact fix to ap- 
prove the fee by a vote of the city council or town meeting. The impact fee would help offset environmental impacts caused by developments requiring new or increased water and sewer system 
withdrawals. 

Amendment supporters said that local governing bodies should have a say in whether or not to establish the fee. They argued that without the amendment, any entity that wants to assess the 
fee can do so by d e s i g natin g the board, commission or official responsible for assessing, collecting and expending the fee. 

Some amendment opponents said they had some reservations about the original version of the amendment. They noted that in the end, the redrafted version was fine but since they did not 
have sufficient time to read it before the roll call vote, they voted against it

AL90 UP ON BEACON HILL 

GRADUATED INCOME TAX - The 15-member Tkx Fairness Commission created by the Legislature in July has recommended that the state adopt a constitutional amendment that would 
allow the Legislature to impose higher income tax rates on taxpayers in higher income brackets and lower rates on those in lower income brackets. This controversial graduated income tax, simi- 
lar to the federal government s income tax, would replace the state's current 5.2 percent tax. Massachusetts voters have rejected the graduated income tax proposal on the ballot five times. The most 
recent defeat was in 1994 by better than two to one with 1,442,404 voters against the tax and 630,694 in favor. 

TRANSGENDER PROTECTION (H 3625) - The House gave initial approval to a bill that would add gender identity as a class protected from discrimination i#the Boston housing market 
and give the Boston Fair Housing Commission enforcement powers. Current law prohibits discrimination in several areas including race, color, national origin, sex, sexual orientation, religion, 
handicap, source of income and military status. 

RAISE MINIMUM INSURANCE REQUIREMENT FOR TAXIS (H 854) - The House gave initial approval to a bill that would raise front a flat $8,000 to $100,000 per person and $300,000 
per accident the minimum amount of personal injury protection coverage that taxis and other commercial vehicles must have.

Bates senior Meredith Kel- 
ly had never received All- 
NESCAC honors in women’s 
basketball before Wednes- 
day, when she received her 
just due as one of the finest 
players in the conference. 
The 5-foot-8 guard and team 
co-captain was not only 
named First Team All-Con- 
ference, but NESCAC Defen- 
sive Player of the Year as well. 

To underscore her unique 
talents and stature: Kelly (Co- 
hasset, Mass.) is the first play- 
er to lead the NESCAC in 
scoring and win Defensive 
Player of the Year honors. 

Kelly averaged 21.6 points 
per game, a whopping 5.7 
points more than any other 
NESCAC player, setting Bates’ 
team records for points in a 
season (518), game (42) and 
half (25). She added a ca- 
reer-high 6.0 rebounds per 
game and ranked fifth in the 
conference in free-throw per- 
centage, at a career-best .801. 
Kelly also added the 3-point-

er to her offensive repertoire 
this season, hitting 21-of-74 
shots from behind the arc 
(.284) after entering the sea- 
son a career 3-for-17 (.176). 

Bates’ premier defender for 
the past four seasons and the 
2011 NESCAC Rookie of the 
Year, Kelly led the league in 
steals this season, with 2.83 
per game, and grabbed a ca- 
reer-high 6.0 rebounds per 
game, including 3.2 on the de- 
fensive glass. She often guard- 
ed the opponent’s best player 
and proved indefatigable de- 
spite averaging 36.6 minutes 
and not missing a game. She 



is the first Defensive Player of 
the Year in team history. 

Kelly missed the first eight 
games of her junior season 
due to injury, but still fin- 
ished seventh on Bates’ all- 
time scoring list, with 1,207- 

Kelly will also be a 
NESCAC Winter All-Acade- 
mic selection for maintaining 
a cumulative grade point av- 
erage of 3.35 or above. During 
the season she was selected to 
participate in the Women’s 
Basketball Coaches Associa- 
tion’s “So You Want to be a 
Coach* program.

Thirty-three-year old 
Zack’s story is quite unusu- 
al, and truly inspirational 
when we consider what he 
has overcome to get him to 
this point. At the age of 6, 
Zack awoke one morning to 
find his right leg “locked.” 
His mom ran him up to 
South Shore Hospital 
where, after some head 
scratching, he was sent to 
Children’s Hospital and was 
finally diagnosed with toxic 
synovitis, an ailment that 
causes inflammation in the 
hip joint resulting in great 
pain. Doctors were unable 
to pinpoint the virus that 
caused this condition, but 
they were able to assure the 
Regolinos that the condition 
would eventually go away 
on its own. It took about a 



year, but it did subside, leav- 
ing Zack with a limp. 

Zack resumed the life of 
an active youngster, only to 
be hobbled by yet another 
malady; this time it was 
Sever’s Disease. Affecting 
children between the ages of 
9 and 14, it causes tender- 
ness in the heels, due to 
bones growing more rapidly 
than the muscles and ten- 
dons. Zack had to give up all 
of his favorite activities, and 
endure months of painful 
physical therapy as well as 
anti-inflammatory drugs. 

Determined not to let 
these setbacks define him, 
Zack vowed that one day he 
would run the marathon, 
just as his father had done 
before him. With the en- 
couragement of his family, 
he ran the first one just to 



prove he could do it, but he 
enjoyed it so much, and was 
so heartened by the money 
he raised for the shelter that 
he has decided to make it a 
tradition. “And when I 
heard about Puppy Doe ear- 
lier this year,” he said, “I just 
knew I was running for the 
right cause.” 

Thirty-year-old Matt Sul- 
livan of Cohasset grew up in 
Hingham and attended B.C. 
High, where he was active 
in many sports, including 
competitive swimming, ski- 
ing and soccer. After gradu- 
ation from college, the com- 
pany he was working for 
challenged its employees to 
participate in a 200-mile re- 
lay race. Matt answered the 
challenge by putting togeth- 
er a team, and found that he 
thoroughly enjoyed the ex- 
perience, leading him to 
continue running on a regu- 
lar basis. 

When in training, he runs
